General Byrm is regaining bit by 


bit the ground won by the Germans 
at so heavy a cost last Friday in the 
Cambrai battle, now characteiized as 
the heaviest attack ever delivered on 
the British by the German aimies, 
except in the case of the tirst battle 
of Ypres. 


The front on the noitherly side of 


the Cambrai. salient having i emain- 
ed virtually intact under the Ger- 
man impact, it is in. the region to the 
southwest of Cambria that the Brit- 
ish have been centering their efforts 
in the rectitication process. 
Last 


night they pressed their way east- 
ward to the edge of Villiers-Guislan, 
wiping out much ot the German gain 
in. the section most deeply penetiat- 
ed by the drive. 
They also 
made 


their hold or. the village of La Vac- 
truierie on this front good, having 
repelled a series of attack. 


To the north a portion of a posi- 


tion on the high ground southwest 
of Bourlon village, which had tem- 
porarily relinquished by the British 
has been re-occupied by them as the 
result of last night's preparation 


Berlin now claims the capture of 


6000 British within the last 
few 


days together with 100 guns. 


Violent German efforts to wipe 


out the salient before Cambrai have 
brought little tactical success as 
General Byng has withstood success- 
fully for three days all attempts to 
break through. About Gonnelieu the 
Germans have gained 
Terrain- at 


heavy cost and the British 
have 


evacuated Masniers, south of Cam- 
brai. 
The Germans have suffered 


very heavy losses in'dead and wound- 
ed and the British have taken many 
hundreds of prisoners. 


In the important sector, west of 


Cambrai, embracing Bourlon wood, 
the dominating position in this re- 
gion, the Germans have made no im- 
pression on the British defenses, nor 
have General 
Byng's men given 


ground between Bourlon wood and 
Moeuvres, the northern side of the 
salient. 
Ten heavy attacks against 


the region of Masn'eres were driven 
off by the British with costly losses 
for tlie attackers, but a sharp salient 
involving the village made its aband- 
onment necessary. 


Southwest 
of Masniers, toward 


Gonnelieu, the Germans still hold 
La Vacquerie, where it is expected 
the dead in 12 hours have numbered 
more than in any similar period 
since the beginning of the war 
The 


Biitish have reached Gonnelieu and 
fighting was in progress Sunday in 
and around the village. In this reg- 
ion the Germans used four or five 
divisions Friday, and attacked in 
massed formation Saturday and Sun- 
day. At least six or seven divisions 
were used by the attackers in their 
fruitless effort to break the north- 
ern !esr of the salient. 


American engineers operating and 


building railroads within the British 
lines near Gouzeaucourt. west-south- 
west of Gonnelieu, were caught in 
the first rush of the German attack. 
Many sought shelter in shell-holes, 
from which they were rescued by 
Britislt 
counter-attacks. 
The en- 


gineers aided the British in with- 
standing the enemy attacks and went 
on patrol duty at night. 


Several were captured by the Ger- 


mans, but later managed to escape. 


Northeast of Ypres in Flanders, 


the British have captured fortified 
buildings and German strong points 
on the main ridge, north of Pass- 
chendaele. 


On the remainder of the western 


front the artillery continues active. 
The German crown prince has not 
repealed his attacks in the Verdun 
region. 


On most of the Italian front the 


infantry remains virtually inactive, 
•while the artillery is engaged in vio- 
lent bombardment*:, especially along 
the Piave river- On the Asiapo pla- 
teau the Italians have withstood a 
local Alistro-Gcrman attack against 
Monte Meletta, whi3e near Monte 
Pertica, along tine Brcnta. the Ital- 
ians made a slight advance.

Mrs. Mary C. Melvin, and 
others from Chicago, for Asheville.

MILLIONS TO AID 


COUNTRY IN WAR 


Manager Ceo. M. Fenberg, Satur- 


day evening mailed the U. S govern- 
ment a check for $1,039,17, special 
taxation on admission to the Audi- 
torium theatre for the month ol No- 
vember. 
The "Birth o£ a Nation", 


was shown during that time and did 
u phenominal three days business, 
and as a consequence the receipts of 
the theatre were 
materially 
in- 


creased. 


The above check is the contribu- 


tion of patrons of the Auditorium to 
assist the government in the great 
war which is now raging. Manager 
Fenberg states that no one has com- 
plained of the tax imposed, in fact 
business has increased rather than 
fallen off." The additional tax 
of 


course compels the manager to do a 
little .more clerical work but he is 
glad to be able to "do his bit" at 
any time. 


The war in Europe has cost the 


theatres of the nation, including the 
film houses, $3,271,116.85 in special 
taxes. When the circuses and street 
fairs and other exhibitions are count- 
ed the cost in extra taxes has been 
$3,399,209 05 in special license tax. 
This is the amount which the amuse- 
ment business of the country 
has 


paid to the government for the priv- 
ilege of doing business between No- 
vember 1, 1914, and October 1, 1917. 


It is exclusive ot the vast sum of 


additional special taxation on admis- 
sion to theatres imposed under the 
new War Revenue act of October 3, 
1917, and which became effective on 
November 1 of the present year. This 
latter tax is expected to nst the Gov- 
ernment something like $30,000,000. 
When Congress this year enacted the 
law which levies a tax on the gate 
receipts of all theatres, movie houses 
and places of amusement, it did not 
repeal the previous law under which 
the special tax was imposed annually 
on the theatres and movie houses.
